Washington. April 9 — (/P)— Presi- 


dent Trumnn explored the econom- 
ic.' problems of rising prices dur- 
ing an hour and 40-minute cabinet 
session today, but the White House 
announced afterward "no 
action 
was taken or is planned." 


Charles Ross, presidential secre- 
tary, gave this report to newsmen 
after the special mid-week session 
of the cabinet and Mr. Truman's 
top' economic advisers. 


Added to the lineup around the 
cabinet 
table 
were 
Edwin 
G. 


Nourse, chairman of the 
presi- 
dent's economic advisory council; 
Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve System, and 
James E. Webb, budget director. 
The 
participants referred 
all 


questions to Ross. He said 
there 
was a "general discussion" of the 
price and economic situation 
and 


that President Truman "did a lot 
of listening." 


Ross declined to detail Nourso's 
report on the inflationary outlook. 
Yesterday, Nourse told reporters 


he viewed it as "serious." 
Ross said Nourse gave the cabi- 
net a four or five page memoran- 
dum on economic matters. 
Then 


each 
cabinet 
officer 
gave 
his 
views. 


But Ross said . the official :ianv 


ily made "no attempt to arrive at 
a concensus." 


The presidential secretary added 


that his earlier description of the 
meeting ns a "sort of seminar" 
turned out to be a good one. 


"I-feel as if I've been in a ses- 


sion of a graduate class in 
eco- 


nomics," Ross said. "It was very 
enlightening." 


Ross saici 
prices and current 


wage negotiations in the basic steel 
industry were discussed. But

indicated this was only incidental 
to the broader economic outlook 


j and did not foreshadow any govern- 
ment move to urge

prices. 


Asked whether the discussion In-

only one that has been made pub- 
lic. 


Huebner .stressed that Posysocki 
"acted as one individual carrying

that Ppdysocki's attitude was "jeo-

Britain's Peacetime Blitz 
"Oh, to be in England, 
now 


Jthat April's 
there." Tlu\t, you 
will recall, is how 
Browning's 
"Home Thoughts from Abroad be- 
gins. But it's doubtful that those 
lines are being quoted very often 
tiiis spring. For the coming of April 
finds England just beginning to re- 
cover from the worst of all the 
blitzes. 


9, .1. What happened to England this 


\Vinter is a reminder that human 
'war, for all its terror and slaught- 
.er, is a pretty puny method of de- 
struction. The increasingly horrible 
^progress of military science is only 
an increasingly successful 
effort 


to duplicate the catastrophes of na 
lure. 
The Nazis killed more English 


civilians, smashed more 
houses, 
and wrecked more cathedrals than 
the winter of 1946-47. But this win- 
ter of cold, snow, and flood ach-' 


-.'loved a military efficiency lhat the 
'*' Nazi general staff could only dream 


of. 
• 
The Luftwaffe bombed rail lines 
' and terminals with shattering ex- 
plosions. But the soft, 
npiselcss 


snow did a bctlcr job. It virtually 
paralyzed transportation through- 
out the kingdom. It halted move- 
ment of the inadequate coal sup- 
plies and brought more suffering to 
depopulation already half frozen. It 


• Intensified a power shortage which 
hampered British industry worse 
than all of Hitler's bombs. It kill- 
ed meat and dairy animals by the 
f 
thousands. 
That was the first attack. Then 
came the thaw and the water. The 
Nazis had tried to imitate this tac- 
tic of nature when they blowup 
the dikes in Holland, but the Nazis, 
for all their fiendishncss, were pi- 
kers. Britain's floods really did the 
job that the Germans tried to do. 
The rampaging rivers washed a- 


way thousands of acres of wheat 
and thousands of tons of potatoes. 
' They added to homelcssness as ef- 
fcclively as block buslers. They pol- 


i± luted drinking water and threaten 
~ ed epidemic disease. 


• 
Britons mobilized military defen- 


ses against these forces of 
na- 


* /e. They loaded tanks with bal 
Vjst, buttressed them with sand- 
bags, and set them against the ra 
ging torrents. 
Nature laughed at these efforts 


of course. And that same nature 
will shortly be smiling serenelv up- 
on the British countryside. Birds 
will sing, flowers will bloom, anc 
skies will be blue. But for all of 


• that, the frozen livestock will be 
just as dead, the winter crops as 
* 
completely destroyed, the fields ii 
which they grew as sour and tin 
productive as Ihey are today. 
Several persons who have beer 
in England this winter have agreec 
that if a Conservative governmen 
had been in power when this peace 
time blitz struck Britain, 
ther< 
nrobably would have been a revolu 
tion. We are not inclined to doub 
that statement, illogical as the ac 
tion would have been. 
Since Britons have the govern 
ment that most of .them want, th

Ross said Nourse gave the cabi- 
net a four or five page memoran- 
dum on economic matters.

ily made "no attempt to arrive at 
a concensus." 


The presidential secretary added 


that his earlier description of the 
meeting ns a "sort of seminar" 
turned out to be a good one.

nomics," Ross said. "It was very 
enlightening."

"Oh, to be in England,

Jthat April's 
there." Tlu\t, you 
will recall, is how 
Browning's 
"Home Thoughts from Abroad be- 
gins. But it's doubtful that those 
lines are being quoted very often 
tiiis spring. For the coming of April 
finds England just beginning to re- 
cover from the worst of all the 
blitzes. 


9, .1. What happened to England this 


\Vinter is a reminder that human 
'war, for all its terror and slaught- 
.er, is a pretty puny method of de- 
struction. The increasingly horrible 
^progress of military science is only 
an increasingly successful 
effort 


to duplicate the catastrophes of na 
lure. 
The Nazis killed more English 


civilians, smashed more 
houses, 
and wrecked more cathedrals than 
the winter of 1946-47. But this win- 
ter of cold, snow, and flood ach-' 


-.'loved a military efficiency lhat the 
'*' Nazi general staff could only dream 


of. 
• 
The Luftwaffe bombed rail lines 
' and terminals with shattering ex- 
plosions. But the soft, 
npiselcss 


snow did a bctlcr job. It virtually 
paralyzed transportation through- 
out the kingdom. It halted move- 
ment of the inadequate coal sup- 
plies and brought more suffering to 
depopulation already half frozen. It 


• Intensified a power shortage which 
hampered British industry worse 
than all of Hitler's bombs. It kill- 
ed meat and dairy animals by the 
f 
thousands. 
That was the first attack. Then 
came the thaw and the water. The 
Nazis had tried to imitate this tac- 
tic of nature when they blowup 
the dikes in Holland, but the Nazis, 
for all their fiendishncss, were pi- 
kers. Britain's floods really did the 
job that the Germans tried to do. 
The rampaging rivers washed a- 


way thousands of acres of wheat 
and thousands of tons of potatoes. 
' They added to homelcssness as ef- 
fcclively as block buslers. They pol- 


i± luted drinking water and threaten 
~ ed epidemic disease. 


• 
Britons mobilized military defen- 


ses against these forces of 
na- 


* /e. They loaded tanks with bal 
Vjst, buttressed them with sand- 
bags, and set them against the ra 
ging torrents. 
Nature laughed at these efforts 


of course. And that same nature 
will shortly be smiling serenelv up- 
on the British countryside. Birds 
will sing, flowers will bloom, anc 
skies will be blue. But for all of 


• that, the frozen livestock will be 
just as dead, the winter crops as 
* 
completely destroyed, the fields ii 
which they grew as sour and tin 
productive as Ihey are today. 
Several persons who have beer 
in England this winter have agreec 
that if a Conservative governmen 
had been in power when this peace 
time blitz struck Britain, 
ther< 
nrobably would have been a revolu 
tion. We are not inclined to doub 
that statement, illogical as the ac 
tion would have been. 
Since Britons have the govern 
ment that most of .them want, th

price and economic situation 
and 


that President Truman "did a lot 
of listening." 


Ross declined to detail Nourso's 
report on the inflationary outlook. 
Yesterday, Nourse told reporters 


he viewed it as "serious." 
Ross said Nourse gave the cabi- 
net a four or five page memoran- 
dum on economic matters. 
Then

cabinet 
officer 
gave 
his 
views. 


But Ross said . the official :ianv 


ily made "no attempt to arrive at 
a concensus." 


The presidential secretary added 


that his earlier description of the 
meeting ns a "sort of seminar" 
turned out to be a good one. 


"I-feel as if I've been in a ses- 


sion of a graduate class in 
eco- 


nomics," Ross said. "It was very 
enlightening." 


Ross saici

"Oh, to be in England,

Jthat April's 
there." Tlu\t, you 
will recall, is how 
Browning's 
"Home Thoughts from Abroad be- 
gins. But it's doubtful that those 
lines are being quoted very often 
tiiis spring. For the coming of April 
finds England just beginning to re- 
cover from the worst of all the 
blitzes. 


9, .1. What happened to England this 


\Vinter is a reminder that human 
'war, for all its terror and slaught- 
.er, is a pretty puny method of de- 
struction. The increasingly horrible 
^progress of military science is only 
an increasingly successful 
effort 


to duplicate the catastrophes of na 
lure. 
The Nazis killed more English 


civilians, smashed more 
houses, 
and wrecked more cathedrals than 
the winter of 1946-47. But this win- 
ter of cold, snow, and flood ach-' 


-.'loved a military efficiency lhat the 
'*' Nazi general staff could only dream 


of. 
• 
The Luftwaffe bombed rail lines 
' and terminals with shattering ex- 
plosions. But the soft, 
npiselcss 


snow did a bctlcr job. It virtually 
paralyzed transportation through- 
out the kingdom. It halted move- 
ment of the inadequate coal sup- 
plies and brought more suffering to 
depopulation already half frozen. It 


• Intensified a power shortage which 
hampered British industry worse 
than all of Hitler's bombs. It kill- 
ed meat and dairy animals by the 
f 
thousands. 
That was the first attack. Then 
came the thaw and the water. The 
Nazis had tried to imitate this tac- 
tic of nature when they blowup 
the dikes in Holland, but the Nazis, 
for all their fiendishncss, were pi- 
kers. Britain's floods really did the 
job that the Germans tried to do. 
The rampaging rivers washed a- 


way thousands of acres of wheat 
and thousands of tons of potatoes. 
' They added to homelcssness as ef- 
fcclively as block buslers. They pol- 


i± luted drinking water and threaten 
~ ed epidemic disease. 


• 
Britons mobilized military defen- 


ses against these forces of 
na- 


* /e. They loaded tanks with bal 
Vjst, buttressed them with sand- 
bags, and set them against the ra 
ging torrents. 
Nature laughed at these efforts 


of course. And that same nature 
will shortly be smiling serenelv up- 
on the British countryside. Birds 
will sing, flowers will bloom, anc 
skies will be blue. But for all of 


• that, the frozen livestock will be 
just as dead, the winter crops as 
* 
completely destroyed, the fields ii 
which they grew as sour and tin 
productive as Ihey are today. 
Several persons who have beer 
in England this winter have agreec 
that if a Conservative governmen 
had been in power when this peace 
time blitz struck Britain,

first king, Saul, standing head and

It seemed an auspicious moment 
m the life of Israel, but the ac- 
counts, probably composed into the 
book of I Samuel by a later hand, 
are somewhat conflicting.

But in I Samuel 10:19, Samuel 
charges that the demand of 
the 


people for a king is a rejection of 
jod. He predicts witn realistic som- 
berness the oppressions and ex- 
tortions that the establishment of 
a king will bring upon the people. 


The passage is very striking in 


view of the role that, v/ith some 
notable exceptions, kings 
have 


played in history. And light is .hr- 
own upon the words of Samuel by 
what happened a little later, when 
the people, rebelled against the op 
pressions of Solomon, about to be 
r'eimppsed by his son, Rehoboam, 
and civil war rent the kingdom in 
twain, ne.ver to be reunited. 


Why should there be so much in- 
leresl in the political' hislory and 
life'of a numerically small people 
so long ago in a counlry no larger 
than one of the smaller-,American 
stales? 


The answer is that the record is 


a part of the Bible, which has been 
truly called "God's Book for Man's 
Life." So far as I am aware, there 
is"nowhere else in all literature a 
record that in so comparatively a 
small compass sets forth with such 
clearness and precision the 
inci- 
dents and causes in the rise and 
fall of nations and the conditions 
that make for welfare, stability, 
peace, strife, tragedy, and decay. 
' Moreover il is in- the life o£ 
a 


comparatively primitive people e- 
merging into statehood on a com- 
paratively small scale that one can 
observe more clearly and accurate- 
ly than in a complex modern soci- 
ety the forces and laws that are 
at work and that have their ef- 
fect on welfare or disaster.

first king, Saul, standing head and

It seemed an auspicious moment 
m the life of Israel, but the ac- 
counts, probably composed into the 
book of I Samuel by a later hand, 
are somewhat conflicting. The king 
is represented as "God's anointed," 
and Samuel is represented as act- 
ing with divine authority in anoint- 
ing Saul. 


But in I Samuel 10:19, Samuel 
charges that the demand of 
the 


people for a king is a rejection of 
jod. He predicts witn realistic som- 
berness the oppressions and ex- 
tortions that the establishment of 
a king will bring upon the people. 


The passage is very striking in 


view of the role that, v/ith some 
notable exceptions, kings 
have 


played in history. And light is .hr- 
own upon the words of Samuel by 
what happened a little later, when 
the people, rebelled against the op 
pressions of Solomon, about to be 
r'eimppsed by his son, Rehoboam, 
and civil war rent the kingdom in 
twain, ne.ver to be reunited. 


Why should there be so much in- 
leresl in the political' hislory and 
life'of a numerically small people 
so long ago in a counlry no larger 
than one of the smaller-,American 
stales? 


The answer is that the record is 


a part of the Bible, which has been 
truly called "God's Book for Man's 
Life." So far as I am aware, there 
is"nowhere else in all literature a 
record that in so comparatively a 
small compass sets forth with such 
clearness and precision the 
inci- 
dents and causes in the rise and 
fall of nations and the conditions 
that make for welfare, stability, 
peace, strife, tragedy, and decay. 
' Moreover il is in- the life o£ 
a 


comparatively primitive people e- 
merging into statehood on a com- 
paratively small scale that one can 
observe more clearly and accurate- 
ly than in a complex modern soci- 
ety the forces and laws that are 
at work and that have their ef- 
fect on welfare or disaster.

Usual cause of the bleeding 
over the brain surface is injury to 
the head. 
Dr. Harold C. Voris reports in

The kingdom of Israel, with its 


first king, Saul, standing head and 
shoulders above the people, chosen

It seemed an auspicious moment 
m the life of Israel, but the ac- 
counts, probably composed into the 
book of I Samuel by a later hand, 
are somewhat conflicting. The king 
is represented as "God's anointed," 
and Samuel is represented as act- 
ing with divine authority in anoint- 
ing Saul. 


But in I Samuel 10:19, Samuel 
charges that the demand of 
the 


people for a king is a rejection of 
jod. He predicts witn realistic som- 
berness the oppressions and ex- 
tortions that the establishment of 
a king will bring upon the people. 


The passage is very striking in 


view of the role that, v/ith some 
notable exceptions, kings 
have 


played in history. And light is .hr- 
own upon the words of Samuel by 
what happened a little later, when 
the people, rebelled against the op 
pressions of Solomon, about to be 
r'eimppsed by his son, Rehoboam, 
and civil war rent the kingdom in 
twain, ne.ver to be reunited. 


Why should there be so much in- 
leresl in the political' hislory and 
life'of a numerically small people 
so long ago in a counlry no larger 
than one of the smaller-,American 
stales? 


The answer is that the record is 


a part of the Bible, which has been 
truly called "God's Book for Man's 
Life." So far as I am aware, there 
is"nowhere else in all literature a 
record that in so comparatively a 
small compass sets forth with such 
clearness and precision the 
inci- 
dents and causes in the rise and 
fall of nations and the conditions 
that make for welfare, stability, 
peace, strife, tragedy, and decay. 
' Moreover il is in- the life o£ 
a 


comparatively primitive people e- 
merging into statehood on a com- 
paratively small scale that one can 
observe more clearly and accurate- 
ly than in a complex modern soci- 
ety the forces and laws that are 
at work and that have their ef- 
fect on welfare or disaster. 


We can see and study in

kingdom of Israel, and in all the

Hemorrhage over the surface of 
the brain can be located by ma- 
ving holes in the skull with a burr, 
and the blood clot formed can be 
removed through the same open- 
ings.

first king, Saul, standing head and

It seemed an auspicious moment 
m the life of Israel, but the ac- 
counts, probably composed into the 
book of I Samuel by a later hand, 
are somewhat conflicting. The king 
is represented as "God's anointed," 
and Samuel is represented as act- 
ing with divine authority in anoint- 
ing Saul. 


But in I Samuel 10:19, Samuel 
charges that the demand of 
the 


people for a king is a rejection of 
jod. He predicts witn realistic som- 
berness the oppressions and ex- 
tortions that the establishment of 
a king will bring upon the people. 


The passage is very striking in 


view of the role that, v/ith some 
notable exceptions, kings 
have 


played in history. And light is .hr- 
own upon the words of Samuel by 
what happened a little later, when 
the people, rebelled against the op 
pressions of Solomon, about to be 
r'eimppsed by his son, Rehoboam, 
and civil war rent the kingdom in 
twain, ne.ver to be reunited. 


Why should there be so much in- 
leresl in the political' hislory and 
life'of a numerically small people 
so long ago in a counlry no larger 
than one of the smaller-,American 
stales? 


The answer is that the record is 


a part of the Bible, which has been 
truly called "God's Book for Man's 
Life." So far as I am aware, there 
is"nowhere else in all literature a 
record that in so comparatively a 
small compass sets forth with such 
clearness and precision the 
inci- 
dents and causes in the rise and 
fall of nations and the conditions 
that make for welfare, stability, 
peace, strife, tragedy, and decay. 
' Moreover il is in- the life o£ 
a 


comparatively primitive people e- 
merging into statehood on a com- 
paratively small scale that one can 
observe more clearly and accurate- 
ly than in a complex modern soci- 
ety the forces and laws that are 
at work and that have their ef- 
fect on welfare or disaster. 


We can see and study in

sister republics, is a battle ground 
of ideologies amid poverty 
and 
despair. 


A "people's government" which 
took control through revolution last 
year after 142 years of Haitian in- 
dependence pock-marked by 
up- 
risings, poverty, exploitation 
and 


intervention, hears the people plea- 
ding in vain for work. 


The government has no money. 


It seeks United States aid for re- 
habilitation. Communists arc active. 
The rightist Pereson government of 
Argentina has shown interest. 


During a recent tour of the Ca- 


ribbean area -I found that the Hai- 
tians want to work. They have land 
and water but no means of finan- 
cing their first crops. 


Haiti is M land of coffee, cotton, 
sugar sisal, bananas -and cacao. 
There are many raw materials and 
minerals also, but the first hope o,f 
the present regime is ,in. agricul- 
ture. Haiti could be a tourist's pa- 
radise. 


Haiti Wants 20 Million 
Haitians cannot understand why 


the United States has been so slow 
in granting them a loan of 20 mil- 
lion dollars. Actually, although a 
Haitian delegation has been discus- 
sing a loan here for two months or 
more, formal application to the Ex- 
nort-Imnort Bank was made on- 
ly on Feb. 20. Normal time for 
"X-M" to investigate a loan request 
is three or four months. 


An agressive Communist front, 
which could not muster 
enough

revolution, is supporting President 
Dumarsias Estime because he is a

A "people's government" which 
took control through revolution last 
year after 142 years of Haitian in- 
dependence pock-marked by

risings, poverty, exploitation 
and 


intervention, hears the people plea- 
ding in vain for work. 


The government has no money. 


It seeks United States aid for re- 
habilitation. Communists arc active. 
The rightist Pereson government of 
Argentina has shown interest. 


During a recent tour of the Ca- 


ribbean area -I found that the Hai- 
tians want to work. They have land 
and water but no means of finan- 
cing their first crops. 


Haiti is M land of coffee, cotton, 
sugar sisal, bananas -and cacao. 
There are many raw materials and 
minerals also, but the first hope o,f 
the present regime is ,in. agricul- 
ture. Haiti could be a tourist's pa- 
radise. 


Haiti Wants 20 Million 
Haitians cannot understand why 


the United States has been so slow 
in granting them a loan of 20 mil- 
lion dollars. Actually, although a 
Haitian delegation has been discus- 
sing a loan here for two months or 
more, formal application to the Ex- 
nort-Imnort Bank was made on- 
ly on Feb. 20. Normal time for 
"X-M" to investigate a loan request 
is three or four months.

A "people's government" which 
took control through revolution last 
year after 142 years of Haitian in- 
dependence pock-marked by

risings, poverty, exploitation 
and 


intervention, hears the people plea- 
ding in vain for work. 


The government has no money. 


It seeks United States aid for re- 
habilitation. Communists arc active. 
The rightist Pereson government of 
Argentina has shown interest. 


During a recent tour of the Ca- 


ribbean area -I found that the Hai- 
tians want to work. They have land 
and water but no means of finan- 
cing their first crops. 


Haiti is M land of coffee, cotton, 
sugar sisal, bananas -and cacao. 
There are many raw materials and 
minerals also, but the first hope o,f 
the present regime is ,in. agricul- 
ture. Haiti could be a tourist's pa- 
radise. 


Haiti Wants 20 Million 
Haitians cannot understand why 


the United States has been so slow 
in granting them a loan of 20 mil- 
lion dollars. Actually, although a 
Haitian delegation has been discus- 
sing a loan here for two months or 
more, formal application to the Ex- 
nort-Imnort Bank was made on- 
ly on Feb. 20. Normal time for 
"X-M" to investigate a loan request 
is three or four months. 


An agressive Communist front,
